Claims 1-6 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach or suggest a charge pump 
circuit (such as figure 8) having an enable circuit (60) which coxmts the number of the edges of at 
least one of the oscillating signals (Ol-On) and which generates the enable signal to instruct the 
boosting power control circuit (30) to reduce the boosting power of the pumping circuit until the 
count value becomes a set value.
